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Staff Comments 


Asummary of the actions taken 
by the American Guernsey Asso- 
ciation (AGA) board of directors at 
their meetings on November 30 and 
December 1, follows: 

1. Received and approved an 
operating budget for the AGA for 
1991 which showed a net profit. 
The budget was based on the AGA 
receiving 14,500 registration appli- 
cations and 5,000 transfer applica- 
tions during the year. By the June 
board meeting, a clear picture should 
be developing as to whether or not 
these goals will be reached. If not, 
the board would consider appropri- 
ate action including a possible fee 
increase at that time. The board 
reaffirmed its position that regis- 
tration fee moratoriums not be of- 
fered, but that breeders be reminded 
that they can utilize a penalty fee 
waiver once during their involve- 
ment with registered Guernseys. 

2. Approved the formation of a 
Type Committee which would re- 
port to the Records Committee and 
the full board. The purpose of the 
Type Committee will be to provide 
recommendations as to how the 
Type Traits Appraisal Program can 
best serve the AGA and its mem- 
bers. These recommendations will 
include, but not be limited to, analy- 
sis of appraisers’ work, selecting of 
appropriate persons to train ap- 
praisers and, mostimportantly, what 
kind of Guernsey cow the breed 
needs. 

3. Updated the Consignment 
Sale Guidelines which had been 
adopted in the early 1980's. The 
Consignment Sale Guidelines now 
read: 

“In the best interest of improv- 
ing the genetic level of the breed, 
the Board of Directors of the AGA 
urges that in all consignment sales 
sponsored by local, state and na- 
tional Guernsey organizations the 
consignments selected and cata- 
loged meet the following goals: 

A. Sires, maternal grandsires 
and service sires (if bred) are PLUS 
for Predicted Transmitting Ability 
(PTA) for pounds of milk, butterfat 
or protein (if proven) or PLUS for 
Pedigree Index (PI) or Parent Aver- 
age (PA) for pounds of milk, butter- 
fat or protein, if not proven, 

B. Dams have PLUS PTA’s for 
milk, butterfat or protein and PLUS 
yield deviations (YD) for milk, but- 
terfat or protein, 

C. If the animal being cataloged 
has production performance itself, 
it should be PLUS for PTA, YD and 
Predicted Producing Ability (PPA) 
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for milk, butterfat or protein. 

D. Futhermore, the board urges 
all local, state and National con- 
signment sales to use official AGA 
three-generation pedigrees in their 
sale catalogs.” (See page 20 for ac- 
companying article). 

4. Approved four Constitutional 
amendments to be submitted to the 
AGA membership in conjunction 
with the balloting for Director elec- 
tions in 1991. These amendments 
address membership privileges and 
voting rights and will be published 
in their entirity in a later issue of the 
Journal and will also be sent to the 
active membership with election 
materials next spring. 

5. Received information regard- 
ing type genetic evaluations which 
included a report that the based 
used for calculating type evaluations 
is being changed effective with the 
January, 1991 genetic evaluations 
to set the “average” cow born in 
1985 equal to 0.0 PTAT instead of 
the average sire of cows born in 
1985 being equal to 0.0 PTAT. The 
net impact of this change will be an 
increase of approximately .5 points 
in final score PTAT’s for bulls and 
cows. 

6. Reviewed the current status 
of Guernsey Marketing Service (GMS) 
export transactions including 
embryos to England and live cattle 
to Brazil. Also reviewed other for- 
eign inquiries into U.S. Guernsey 
genetics and the work that is being 
done with these inquiries. 

7. Supported continued involve- 
ment of GMS in dispersal sales as 
complete or partial sale manager. 
Also approved reducing its com- 
plete management of consignment 
sales in 1991 to only the Interna- 
tional Guernsey Classic and possi- 
bly the Cornbelt Classic sales. Urged 
GMS to be involved in other con- 
signment sales to the extent of 
providing advertising, catalogs, and 
other management services as re- 
quested by other sale managers. 

8. Approved the development of 
a four-page newspaper, “The Guern- 
sey Marketer”, which will carry ad- 
vertisements from people wanting 
to buy or sell Guernsey cattle, semen 
and embryos. 

9. Changed the Guernsey Breed- 
ers’ Journal rebate and on-time dis- 
count program to the following: 

A. Ten time contract advertis- 
ers will receive 10% discounts for 
submitting their advertisements by 
deadlines and an additional 10% 
discount at the end of the year if 
they fulfill their 10 time commit-

ment. 

B. Five time contract advertis- 
ers will receive 5% discounts for 
submitting their advertisements by 
deadlines and an additional 5% 
discount at the end of the year if 
they fulfill their five time commit- 
ment. 

C. Non-contract advertisers will 
receive a 5% discount for submit- 
ting their advertisements by dead- 
lines. 

10. Encouraged Guernsey breed- 
ers to report abnormalities to the 
AGA and the appropriate AI organi- 
zations to document that the Guern- 
sey breed is free of undesirable 
genetic recessives. 

11. Changed the criteria for 
non-Guernsey bulls to be eligible to 
have offspring recorded in the GGG 
program to, “dairy bulls which have 
been issued NAAB stud codes and 
have not been designated as carri- 
ers of undesirable genetic reces- 
sive.” This change is effective Janu- 
ary 1, 1991. Animals that are over 
six months of age that will now 
qualify for the GGG program which 
did not qualify previously may be 
recorded between January 1, 1991 
and June 30, 1991 at the lowest 
GGG rate ($10.00). 

12. Directed staff to solicit fi- 
nancial support for scientific analy- 
sis of the production data of GGG 
cows compared to 100% Guernsey 
cows and 100% Holstein cows. 

13. Kept the Senior Yearling 
class at the NGS and NJS-Louis- 
ville as it was in 1990. Senior 
yearlings in-milk will show with the 
senior yearlings not-in-milk. Milk- 
ing senior yearlings will earn Pre- 
mier Breeder and Exhibitor points 
equivalent to cow classes. 

14. Established that no individ- 
ual may judge more than one Na- 
tional Guernsey show in the same 
year, and that an individual cannot 
judge at the same NGS site for three 
years. Approved that the Show 
Committee will submit to the board 
for their approval a listing of four 
potential judges for each of the three 
National shows. These listings will 
comprise the exhibitors ballot for 
each show and the ballot will not 
include a space for write-in candi- 
dates. 

15. Changed the rules for the 
Junior and Senior Best Three 
Females Class to read, “All three 
animals must be bred by exhibitor 
all or in part and at least two ani- 
mals must be owned by exhibitor,

16. Approved the following guide- 
lines for publishing the show re- 
sults of fairs in the Guernsey Breed- 
ers’ Journal. 

A. Shows with 49 entries or less 
will have a summary of the show 
which lists the champions, judge 
and date. 

B. Shows with 50-99 entries 
will have a summary of the show 
and a list of the first place animals. 

C. Shows with 100-149 entries 
will have a summary and list the 
first and second place animals. 

D. Shows with 150 or more 
entries will have a summary list 
and first, second and third place 
animals. 

17. Approved the judges for the 
three National shows in 1991. 
Judges will be listed following their 
acceptance. 

18. Changed the Guernsey Gold 
Futurity to include a milkout of all 
animals exhibited following the 
judge’s preliminary placing of the 
class. 

19. Approved a 1992-1993 
National Directory to be inserted in 
the October 25, 1991 Guernsey 
Breeders’ Journal. 

20. Approved updating the 


Guernsey Handbook. 

21. Approved two showman- 
ship classes for the NJS-Louisville. 

22. In executive session, the 
board passed the following two 
resolutions: 

A. WHEREAS, It is the respon- 
sibility of the Board of Directors of 
the American Guernsey Associa- 
tion to establish policies, procedures 
and programs for the association, 
and 

WHEREAS, It is the responsibil- 
ity of the Executive Secretary-Treas- 
urer and his staff to administer 
these policies and to conduct the 
day to day operations of the Ameri- 
can Guernsey Association within 
the framework of these policies, and 

WHEREAS, The Board of Direc- 
tors feels we are extremely fortu- 
nate in having a most competent 
Executive Secretary-Treasurer and 
staff to carry out these directives, 

THEREFORE, BEIT RESOLVED 
that we, the Board of Directors, 
meeting in Executive Session in Rey- 
noldsburg, Ohio on December 1, 
1990, commend most highly the

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1990 National Guernsey Show - Louisville 


When the dust had settled and the 
winners were announced, many observ- 
ers and exhibitors tagged the 1990 Na- 
tional Guernsey Show-Louisville as one 
of the most competitive national shows 
this year. Cattle traveled from as far as 
Western Washington, California and 
Canada to compete in the climax of the 
1990 Guernsey showseason. Judge Loren 
Elsass placed 292 head on November 5 
at this event held annually in conjunc- 
tion with the North American Interna- 
tional Livestock Exposition. 

Judge Elsass made note of the intense 
competition early in the show as he 
reasoned his placings for the junior heifer 
calf class.

5 As we head 
1 into the decade 
of the nineties, 
there are things 
to be done and 
places to go with 
the Guernsey 
breed. 

As a young 
person going into 
the dairy indus- 

try, there are new goals that the 
Guernsey breeder should set so the 
Guernsey cow can compete with 
the other dairy breeds. 

The utmost goal is production. 
We need to emphasize on milk and 
protein. The best way to boost pro- 
duction is through genetics. By using 
the top ten bulls of the breed and 
high index young sires, this goal 
can be achieved. Another impor- 
tant factor is to breed heifers A. I. In 
a long run these heifers will out 
produce daughters from a herd sire. 
Doing it this way will increase the 
pedigree foundation of the herd as 
well as increase the marketability 
of the offspring. 

With these two factors in mind, 
sales can choose the top 10 percent 
of the breed for consignment. We 
need to say, “Dairymen stop and 
look!” Our Guernsey cow can be 
competitive in the barn with milk, 
butterfat and protein. By getting 
their attention, only then can we get 
dairymen of other breeds to buy at 
our Sales and include the Guernsey 
cow in their herds. 

Another important goal is pro- 
moting us, the youth. With more 
and more of the Guernsey family 
dairies going out of business, I feel 
that it is important for the Guern- 
sey Cattle Club and the people who 
are interested in keeping the Guern- 
sey industry alive to promote it to 
the youth. Myself, being exposed to 
the Guernsey, I started admiring 
her qualities.

Dear Fellow Guernsey Breeders and 
Enthusiasts: 

At the National Convention this past 
June, my impromptu question was, “If 
you were selected as National Guernsey 
Queen, what would you do to promote 
enthusiasm within the breed?”

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Ten Years Later... 
And Still No Guarantees 


Among the actions taken by the AGA board of direc- 
tors at their December meetings, was updating the 
Consignment Sale Guidelines. (See Staff Comments, 
page 4) These guidelines were originally published in 
1980 and were accompanied by the following editorial 
written by Randy W. Mohr, who was then editor of the 
Guernsey Breeders’ Journal. While Randy is currently 
employed as a Marketing Director with a bank in Chi- 
cago, he has three boys approaching 4-H age and is sure 
that he will be “knee-deep in show halters, Orvis and fly 
spray for years to come.” We believe Randy’s editorial, 
“There are No Guarantees”, is as appropriate now as it 
was in 1980. 

There Are No Guarantees! 

Farming, particularly in the purebred dairy indus- 
try, is a gamble. There are no guarantees. It’s not in 
writing that the sun will always shine, the calves will all 
be heifers or every animal you buy will double your 
investment. Those guarantees just don’t exist. 

With the introduction of Sale Guidelines, The Ameri- 
can Guernsey Cattle Club is attempting to improve the 
chances of increasing your sale investment--not guar- 
antee, just improve. While most are encouraged by the 
program, there are several skeptics. As one breeder 
puts it: “Any genetic evaluations and dollar figures, plus 
or minus, are nothing more than a lie or some com- 
puter’s imagination and have no place in a pedigree 
which is supposed to contain facts!” He continued, “I 
know of a number of breeders who do not test, but breed 
good cattle. They sell at sales on individual merit. Some 
of them sell darned well, mostly because they are 
outstanding individuals.” 

Unfortunately, Mr. Breeder, I've bought your “out- 
standing individuals.” I remember, as a Junior, saving 
my money for two years so that I could go to the spring 
calf sale and buy the most stylish calf there. I didn’t care 
about pedigrees, didn’t really understand all that 
“computer nonsense,” I only wanted that heifer that was 
going to win blue ribbons. Needless to say, that stylish 
heifer, out of a minus bull turned out to be a cull two- 
year-old. The blue ribbon, won two years earlier, 
suddenly faded. It didn’t matter that the breeder 
sympathized with me and told me that he had a daugh- 
ter from that same bull that had a class leading record. 
(I found out later that he also culled 10 others.) I had 
been gypped, and had no one to blame but myself and 
my ignorance of pedigrees. 

No, there are no guarantees, and maybe the Guide- 
lines are strict. But, if they can prevent another young 
breeder from that same disappointment, that same 
empty feeling that I felt, then I'll defend them to the end. 

Mr. Breeder, you sell your “outstanding individual” 
that has no pedigree, your “best of your homebred 
bloodline,” and feel satisfied that you've helped the 
breed by consigning. But try not to think of the 
uncountable number of kids who purchase your ani- 
mals by sight, not sense, and who are looking for the 
closest thing to a guarantee. 

Yes, you may fee! that you should be allowed to sell 
any animal you want to in a sale. You may cry the 
Guidelines are too tough, or ridicule Cow Indexes and 
Sire Summaries...and maybe you’re wondering why 
young people are not too excited about Guernseys 
anymore.

as a devotion, something (such 
as a life) that is set aside for a 
special purpose. Ask almost any 
mid-western Guernsey breeder their 
description of the word dedication 
and “Les Peckham,” will probably 
be the definition that they supply. 

When Les Peckham retires on 
December 31, 1990, he will have 
completed almost 27 years of serv- 
ice to the Guernsey breed. Those 
years of service are summarized by 
days away from home and loved 
ones, tons of registration papers 
and genetic recovery applications, 
volumes of encouraging words, mul- 
tiple handshakes and smiles, and 
the address of every “economy” motel 
from Wisconsin to Oklahoma. 

Peckham began his life-long work 
for the Guernsey cow in 1963 when 
he was named state field represen- 
tative for the Wisconsin Guernsey 
Breeders Association. In this posi- 
tion, Peckham worked closely with 
Golden Guernsey milk producers. 

In 1967 Peckham was hired as 
fieldman for the American Guern- 
sey Cattle Club. During the next 19 
years his territory consisted of nine 
states including Arkansas, Iowa, 
Kansas, Minnesota, Missouri, Ne- 
braska, Oklahoma, South Dakota, 
and Wisconsin. His duties included 
working with state association pro- 
grams, sales and shows. He also 
worked closely with the coordina- 
tion of the appraisal program in his 
field area. 

A large part of those years was 
spent promoting the Guernsey breed 
and helping Guernsey breeders grow 
and improve. Peckham believes that 
the most important part of his job

has been working one-on-one with 
the breeders. “I have always felt 
that it is very necessary to call on 
the breeders that seem to be having 
the most difficulty,” he says, “to try 
and encourage, them to build up 
their herds and ego and help set up 
programs they can follow more 
successfully.” 

Edith Peckham, Les’s wife 0. 44 
years, has played an integral part 
in Peckham’s career. She has been 
responsible for relaying many notes 
and telephone messages over the 
years, as well as holding down the 
home front. Peckham emphasized 
the her important contribution to 
his career in his farewell speech to 
the AGA board and staff. “I believe 
that any honor that is achieved by 
me, half of it belongs to my wife, 
Edith, for her help and devotion 
through the years,” he said. 

Although Peckham has been 
“semi-retired” since 1987, covering 
only the Wisconsin territory, a steady 
flow of field notes, registration ap- 
plications, genetic recovery appli- 
cations continues to flow into the 
AGA office. He is still adding to his 
miles of travel which when last cal- 
culated totaled over 1.7 million miles, 
(almost four round trips to the moon). 

Peckham has been the recipient 
of many honors over the years. Most 
recently he received the Friends of 
Expo Award (FOE) for his 24 years 
of service to that event. In 1979 the 
Les Peckham Scholarship was es- 
tablished for students of Iowa State 
University. 

Peckham says his career has 
been an enjoyable one. Though never 
overpaid, he says that there are 
many things his job has given him 


that money could not buy. “I have 
worked with the finest people in the 
world,” Peckham says, “Guernsey 
breeders and members are very 
true to the organization, to their 
families and to the love of their 
Guernseys.” “I would have to say I 
was treated in the same manner, 
that’s what makes it tough to re- 
tire,” he says. 

Although his retirement becomes 
official in January, there is no doubt 
that Guernsey breeders will con- 
tinue to hear from Les Peckham. 
The staff of the American Guernsey 
Association wishes Les and Edith 
the best in their well-deserved re- 
tirement.
